The 47tli annual session of the Syn­ 
od of the Potomac, of the Reformed 
church of the United States, convened 
in Hanover, on Monday, and will con­ 
tinue until Saturday. The synod holds 
its 
sessions 
in 
Trinity 
Reformed 
church, Rev. Marshy J. Roth, D. D., 
pastor. This is the first time that Po­ 
tomac Synod has over met in this 
church. The Potomac Synod is com­ 
posed of eight classes, Zion’s, Mary­ 
land, Mercersburg, Virginia, North Ca­ 
rolina, Gettysburg, Carlisle and Juni­ 
ata. In iVfhere are 195 ministers, 327 
congregations, with a total member- 
sship of 51,640, making it-one of the 
great Protestant religious bodies in 
this section of the United States.

lay dying from shock caused by ter- 
rible burns.

drying it over a gas heater at the 
Abington Y. M. C. A. and her death 
occurred In the Abington hospital. 


Miss Ash&r, who was fifteen years of 


age, was thei daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Sydney S. Asher, 1S5S North Sixtieth 
street. At present they are occupying 
their summer homa at Noble. 


The Y. M. C. A. which is in York 


road near Susquehanna road, is given 
over to girls and women three nights 
of the week. Friday night was girls' 
night, and Miss Asher went over for 
a swim. 


Laughing gayly after her plunge, 


Miss Asher went down to the locknr 
room to dry her hair. There are two 
electric hair driers in the. room, but the 
young women have found that the four 
gas heaters installed by Y. M. C. A. 
during the season of coal shortage, for 
the purpose of taking the chill off of 
the room, dry hair more quickly than 
do the electric driws. Their use, how- 
ever, 'has been against the house rules. 


Flames Envelop Head. 


Miss Asher used the gas heater Fri- 


day 
night. She chatted pleasantly 


with the girls about her, as she lower- 
ed her head to the heater. 


Suddenly her head was enveloped in 


flames. The strands of hc.r long brown 
hair had touched the blue fire of the 
gas. 


Miss Asher screamed and rushed 


wildly about the room. Her friends 
bravely made an effort to put out the 
flames, but they tried in vain. 


Only Miss Iluddech, physical direc- 


tor for the women, seemed to have 
kept her mind free from hysteria. She 
heard the screams of the young

and the agonizing cry of little Miss 
Asher and rushed to the locker room. 


Without hesitation she seized a 


heavy coat lying on the bench and 
threw it over the girl's head. 


"Turn on the showers!" she cried to

Ruddach shoved the suffering child 
under the spray.

flames were extinguished, Miss Asher 
had fainted.

PIE,

Plain C u s t a r d 


Pie. — Line a -pie 
tin with a good,

PIE, THE POPULAR DESSERT. 


In spite of the fact that pies and 
pastry have been condemned as indi­ 
gestible, 
the 
sen­ 
tence 
has 
never 
been passed upon 
them, 
for 
they 
still hold forth on 
all bills of fare. 


Plain C u s t a r d 
Pie. — Line a 
pie 
tin with a good, 
rich crust, having the rim stand up 
above the plate. 
Fill with a custard 
mixture, using two beaten eggs, one- 
third of a cupful of sugar, a pineli of 
salt and two cupfuls of milk. 
Finish 
with a grating of nutmeg and bake at 
first in a hot oven to set and brown 
the pastry, then lower the heat to 
cook the custard. 
An orange filling 
may be made by using the juice of an 
orange with the grated rind, adding 
milk enough to make the two cupfuls 
of liquid and proceed as in custard 
pie. 
A meringue on a pie always adds 
to its appearance as well as making It 
more nourishing. 


Lemon and Apple Pie.—Add a cup­ 
ful of sugar to half a cupful of chop­ 
ped apple, one beaten egg, one-fourth 
of a cupful of rolled crackers) two ta­ 
blespoonfuls of lemon juice, the grated 
rind of a lemon and one tablespoonful 
of butter. Bake with two crusts. 


Date Custard Pie.—Coolc a third of 
a pound of dates, washed and stoned, 
with two cupfuls of milk in a double 
boiler. 
Rub through a sieve, add two 
beaten eggs, salt and sugar if needed, 
with a few gratings of nutmeg. Bake 
and cover writh a meringue in which 
four or five marshmallows are placed. 


Prune Pie.—Soak three-fourths of 
a pound of prunes In cold water, stew 
until tender, cool and stone. Arrange 
them in a lined pie plate, add half a 
cupful of sugar, two tablespoonfuls of 
butter and the juice of half a lemon, 
salt, two tablespoonfuls of flour and 
the juice from the prunes. Bake, cover 
with a meringue and brown. 


Rhubarb and raisins make a good 
combination for a pie filling. 
Use a 
half a cupful of raising to two cupfuls 
of rhubarb, sugar, salt and flavoring 
with two tablespoonfuls of flour to 
thicken the juice to keep the pie from 
boiling over. Cover with a cru^t and 
bake in a slow oven.

powder with half a cupful of shredded 
coconut (the unsweetened kind). Beat 
well and drop on a lightly greased 
griddle. 
Cook brown on both sides 
and serve hot with sirup or honey. 


Rich 
Golden 
Frozen 
Pudding.— 
Scald a pint of rich milk, Beat the 
yolks of six eggs, add one cupful of 
sugar and half a teaspoonful of salt 
and beat again. Cook fiie two mixtures 
until smooth and thick; cool and add 
a tablespoonful of vanilla and one and 
one-half cupfuls of cream. 
Freeze. 
Have ready one and one-half cupfuls 
of sultana raisins and candied cher­ 
ries, pineapple and citron cut in pieces 
and covered with lemon juice and al­ 
lowed to stand overnight. 
Stir this 
mixture Into the frozen custard and 
let stand to ripen two hours. 
Serve 
alono or with whipped cream or with 
the following sauce; 


Beat the yolks of three eggs until 
thick; add one-fourth of a teaspoon­ 
ful of mace or nutmeg, one-half cup­ 
ful of sugar; stir and cook over hot 
water until thick. 
Out and fold in 
the beaten whites of the eggs; stand 
over hot water to cook. 
When cold 
add one-fourth of a cup of lemon juice 
and one cupful of cream beaten stiff. 
Serve very cold or pack ifi ice and 
partly freeze. 


Chestnut 
Bavarian 
Cream.—Soak 
half a package of gelatin in half <a cup­ 
ful of cold water, Press one cupful of 
preserved chestnuts through a sieve. 
To this puree and the gelatin add one- 
fourth of a cupful of sugar and three 
tubiespoonfuls of fruit juice or a ta- 
blespounful of vanilla. 
Set the dish 
in ice water, stir constantly until the 
mixture begins to thicken, then fold 
in two cupfuls of cream, one cupful 
thin, the other whipping cream, both 
beaten thick. 
Mix the two mixtures 
until the mass will hold its shape, then 
dispose in small molds decorated with 
candied fz*uit, Rinse the bottom of the 
molds with some of the gelatin mix­ 
ture, then chill before placing the 
fruit, which will keep them in place. 


Chestnut Dessert.—Make a simple 
custard ; add a pint of mashed chest­ 
nuts or less; flavor with almond or j 
vanilla and add a spoonful of gelatin. 
Mold, then serve with flavored and 
sweetened whipped cr§am.

Plans for the purchase of the Han­

the commissioners of both York and 
Adams counties.

(of Judge McPherson is or will be af- 
firmed as no attention would be paid 
the law regarding the sentence if the 
decision of the Adams county court 
were reversed. Collins and Charlss 
Reinecker murdered George Bushman, 
a Gettysburg automobile driver, on tho 
night of October 16. 1918. They have 
been in the Adams county jail since 
that time.

NEW OXFORD ITEM, IfEW OXFORD, PA, 


"Will the 'flu' come back this }ear?'' 
This question, being asked by thousands of scientists and millions of 


laymen, is discussed by Surgeon General Blue of the public health service 
in an official bulletin, in which it is said that the plague probably will re- 
appear but not be as severe as last winter. 


"Probably, but by no means certainly, there will be a recurrence of 


the influer/a epidemic this year/' says General Blue. 


"Indications are that, should it occur, it will not be as severe as the 


pandemic of the previous winter. City officials, state and city boards of 
health should be prepared for a recurrence. The fact that a previous 
attack brings immunity in a certain percentage of cases should allay fear 
on the part of those afflicted in last year's epidemic. 


"Influenza is spread by direct and indirect contact. It is not yet cer- 


tain that the germ has been isolated or discovered, and there is yet no 
positive preventive, except the enforcement of rigid rules of sanitation 
and the avoidance of personal contact. 


"We may c\pect at least local recurrences in the near future, with an 


increase over the normal mortality from pneumonia for perhaps several 
years, and certainly we should be, as far as possible, prepared to meet 
them by previous organization of forces and measures for attempted pre- 
yention, treatment and scientific investigation. 


"There should be no repetition of the extensive suffering and distress 


which accompanied last year's pandemic. 
The most promising way is 


'preparedness.' And now is the time to prepare. 


"No mention has been made of a cure. So far as the most careful 


scientific investigations have been able to determine, none has been dis- 
covered, and suggested remedies which gave most encouragement are even 
now in their experimental stage. 


"Evidence collected during last winter's pandemic points strongly to 


infected eating and drinking utensils, especially in places where food and 
drink are sold to the public, as being one of the modes of transmission of 
this disease."

This question, being asked by thousands of scientists and millions of 
1 laymen, is discussed by Surgeon General Blue of the public health service 
: in an official bulletin, in which it is said that the plague probably will re­ 
appear but not be as severe as last winter. 


“Probably, but by no means certainly, there will be a recurrence of 
the influenza epidemic this year,” says General Blue. 


“Indications are that, should it occur, it will not be as severe as the 
pandemic of the previous winter. City officials, state and city boards of 
health should be prepared for a recurrence. 
The fact that a previous 
attack brings immunity in a certain percentage of cases should allay fear 
on the part of those aillictcd in last year’s epidemic. 


“Influenza is spread by direct and indirect contact. It is not yet cer­ 
tain that the germ has been isolated or discovered, and thero is yet no 
positive preventive, except the enforcement of rigid rules of sanitation 
and the avoidance of personal contact. 


“We may cxpect at least local recurrences in the near future, with an 
increase over the normal mortality from pneumonia for perhaps several 
years, and certainly we should be, as far as possible, prepared to meet 
them by previous organization of forces and measures for attempted pre- 
yention, treatment and scientific investigation. 


“There should be no repetition of the extensive suffering and distress 
which accompanied last year’s pandemic. 
The most promising way is 
'preparedness/ And now is the time to prepare. 


“No mention has been made of a cure. 
So far as the most careful 
scientific investigations have been able to determine, none has been dis­ 
covered, and suggested remedies which gave most encouragement are even 
now in their experimental stage. 


“Evidence collected during last winter’s pandemic points strongly to 
infected eating and drinking utensils, especially in places where food and 
drink are sold to the public, as being one of the modes of transmission of 
this disease.”

One of the most important problems wu fronting 
our people is the proper payment of teachers and pro­ 
fessors in our public schools and colleges. Today these 
men and womeu, to whom we turn our cliildrcn over to 
be educated and who incidentally have the greatest in­ 
fluence in forming their characters, are. receiving sal­ 
aries below that of many unskilled laborers. Mauy of 
the professors of great universities arc receiving salaries 
below that of the skilled workman. 


The teaching profession is entitled to and ueeds 
the best brains of the country, and must have them if 
* * 


we are to build aud maintain a sound nation. There is no body of men or 
women in this land whose services are more important. 
They arc tho 
principal builders of our Ship of State. 
At present tho Ship is being 
built by underpaid, and consequently dissatisfied, workmen. Many of tho 
more skilled are leaving the profession; this is a dangerous situation. 
Many are staying because they have the missionary spirit, but they know 
that they are not receiving just or proper recognition and that tho position 
of the teacher has been degraded. AVe must pay the teachers and profes­ 
sors enough to bring to the profession the best brains of the country. 


If we waut a right-thinking public, wc must bring our children under 
the best minds of the nation during their school and formative period. 
At present we are neglecting this in most reckless fashion. Those who 
teach our youth are fighting the noiseless battle, upon tho success of which 
rests tho stability of our institutions. 


We must stand for a government under the Constitution. Every step 
from the Constitution is to step toward anarchy. We want neither an 
autocracy of wealth nor an autocracy of labor, but true democracy of both 
—a spirit of co-operation and mutual helpfulness. Labor and capital are 
interlocking ¡yid interdependent. 
Those who destroy one destroy the 
other. 


We must stand for one Flag, and that is the Flag you men and your 
fathers carried in battle. 
We must smash the red flag and those who 
carry it, support it and follow it. It is an emblem of disorder and lawless- 
oess and is against everything this government stands for. 


We want one language in tho grade public schools, and that is tho 
language of the Declaration of Independence. We can have but one loyalty; 
that is loyalty to the American people. 
There can be no divided al­ 
legiance. 
The only kind of American we want is the 100 per cent 
American. 


We must work for national solidarity and try to build up a strong, 
pure American spirit, helpful and generous to a world in trouble but dis­ 
tinctively American. We must avoid loose-fibered internationalism as we 
would avoid death, for it means national death.

“Delirium fu­ 
riosum” holds possession of not a few 
automobillsts nowadays,

Soldier on Long Hike. 


George Shultz, and his son-in law, W. 
L. Smith, of Hanover, on Sunday, picked 
up a soldier near Gettysburg, who was 
walking towards Iianover. They stop­ 
ped, gave the soldier a lift, and in so do 
ing uncovered an interesting stoiy. 
The 
soldier, 
Sergeant Robert Hill, whofce 
home is in West Philadelphia, was dis­ 
charged from the army at Pueblo, Cali­ 
fornia. 
lie had enlisted at Denver, Col 
orado, and cm being mustered out was 
only given transportation to the point of 
enlistment. 
Riding to Denver on a train 
he began his journey to his home Phila­ 
delphia, and for weeks has alternately 
walked, rode on freights, or been given 
lifts in machines. 
His mother, a widow 
and five small brothers and sisters are 
awaiting his arrival, the family^bein^ in 
destitute circumstance and he will be 
their main support. 
A grown brother 
gave his life for his country on the battle- 
iields of Europe. At Iianover, the soldier 
boy was well taken care of and furnished 
with a transportation ticket to Philadel­ 
phia. Sergeant Iiill had but seven cents 
in his pockets and his feet were covered 
with blisters from days of hard walking. 


Bugle Notes. 


Private Ohrutn Clair Bond, son of Mr. 
and Mrs. E. C Bond, Brushtown, former­ 
ly of New Oxford, who was wounded in 
the left arm, on September 14th, in the 
St. Mihiel drive, landed in the United 
States on January 15tb, and arrived home 
on Wednesday evening. He was attached 
to Company C, 11th Infantry. On No­ 
vember 0, 1917, he was sent to Camp 
Meade and landed overseas after seeing 
service at Camp Forest, Ga., and Camp 
Merritt, May 2nd. He was hit by a ma­ 
chine gun bullet during an attack made 
on the U. S. Infantry by the Germans. 
The soldier landed in the United States 
with but two dollars in his pockets. He 
was not paid up since last July, until he 
was discharged when he received $42. 


To be caught in a trap and wounded in 
the left lep^ and in the right side of the 
face, and to lie in a shell hole from 5 a. m. 
until 11 p. m. before he was discovered, 
was the experience of Corporal Lawrence 
J. Myers, son of Mr. and Mrs. Vincent 
Myers, of Hanover* who saw service on 
the Verdun front, the Argonne Forest and 
on the St Mihiel sector. He received his 
honorable discharge last week. 


Although the war has been over nearly 
three months, Mr. and Mrs. Benjamin 
Yingling, of Hanover, were just notified 
on Wednesday morning that their son, 
Corporal Harry R. Yingling, was killed in 
action on October 17th, last. This news 
was contained in a telegram received by 
Mr. and Mrs. Yingling from the War De­ 
partment 
Early in December the pa­ 
rents received a telegram from the war 
department informing them that their son 
had been wounded in action on Septem­ 
ber 2Sth. Nothing had been heard from 
him or concerning him until the telegram 
came on Wednesday morning. 


Although Mrs. Ellen Weaver, of Mc­ 
Sherrystown, has received two telegrams 
from the war department telling her that 
her son, Private Leo. G. Weaver, Co. L, 
9th Inf., was missing in action Nov. 11, 
last, the day the armistice was signed, 
Private Weaver has written to James De- 
vine, of McSherrystown, and makes no 
mention of being separated from his com­ 
mand.

tin 
with 
a 
good, 
rich crust, having the rim stand up 
above tho plate. 
Fill ^ylth a custard 
mixture, using two beaten eggs, one- 
third of a cupful of sugar, a pinch of 
salt and two cupfuls of milk. 
Finish 
with a grating of nutmeg and bake at 
first in a hot oven to set and brown 
the pastry, then lower the heat to 
cook the custard. 
An orange 
filling 
may be made by using the juice of an 
orange with the grated rind, adding 
milk enough to make tho two cupfulf=i 
of liquid and proceed as in custard 
pie, 
A meringue on a pie always adds 
to Its appearance as well as making It 
more nourishing. 


Lemon and Apple Pie.—Add a cup- 
ful of sugar to half a cupful of chop- 
ped apple, one beaten egg, one-fourth 
of a cupful of rolled crackers) two ta- 
blespoonfuls of lemon juice, the grated 
rind of a lemon and one tablespoonful 
of butter. Bake with two crusts. 


Date Custard Pie.—Cook a third of 
a pound of dates, washed and stoned, 
with two cupfuls of milk in a double 
boiler. 
Rub through a sieve, add two 
benten eggs, salt and sugar if needed, 
with a few gratings of nutmeg. Bake 
and cover with a meringue in which 
four or five marshmallows are placed. 


Prune Pie.—Soak three-fourths of 
a pound of prunes in cold water, stew 
until tender, cool and stone. 
Arrange 
them In a lined pie plate, add half a 
cupful of sugar, two tablespoonfuls of 
butter and the juice of half a lemon, 
salt, two tablespoonfuls of flour and 
the juice from the prunes. Bake, cover 
with a meringue and brown. 


Rhubarb and raisins make a good 
combination for a pie 
filling. 
Use a 
half a cupful of raising to two cupfuls 
of rhubarb, sugar, salt and 
flavoring 
with two tablespoonfuls of flour to 
thicken the juice to keep the pie from 
boiling over. 
Cover with a cruát and 
bake in a slow oven.

Scald a pint of rich milk. Beat the 
yolks of six eggs, add one cupful of 
sugar and half a teaspoonful of salt 
and beat again. Cook the two mixtures 
until smooth and thick; cool and add 
a table.spoonful of vanilla and one and 
one-half 
cupfuls of cream. 
Freeze. 
Have ready one and one-half cupfuls 
of sultana raisins and candled cher- 
ries, pineapple and citron cut In pieces 
and covered with lemon juice and al- 
loM'ed to stand overnight. 
Stir this 
mixture Into tlie frtizen custard and 
let stand to ripen two hours. 
Serve 
alone or with whipped cream or with 
the following sauce; 


Beat the yolks of three eggs until 
thick; add one-fourth of a teaspoon- 
ful of mace or nutmeg, one-half cui> 
ful of sugar; stir and cook over hot 
water uulll thick.

over liot water to cook. 
Wlien cold 
add one-fourth of a cup of lemon juice 
and one cupful of cream beaten stiff. 
Serve very cold or pack Ih ice and 
partly freeze.

Cream.—Soak 
half a package of gelatin in half ^ cup- 
ful of cold water. Press one cupful of 
preserved chestnuts through a sieve. 
To this puree and the gelatin add one- 
fourtl) of a cupful of sugar and three 
tabliispoonfuls of fruit juice or a ta- 
blespuunful of vanilla.

In ice water, stir constantly until tlie

assigned as a transport, and 
during and since the war made 19

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'^Vill the 'flu' conic back this year?'' 
This question, beiug asked by thousands of scientists and millions of 
' laymen, is discussed by Surgeon General Blue of the public health servico 
in an official bulletin, in which it is said that the plague probably will re- 
appear but not be as severe as last -winter. 


"Probably/but by no means certainly, there will be a recurrence of 
the influenza epidemic this year/' says General Blue. 


'indications are that, should it occur, it will not be as severe as the 
pandemic of the previous winter. 
City officials, state and city boards of 
health should he prepared for a recurrence. 
The fact that a previous 
attack brings immunity in a certain percentage of cases should allay fear 
on the part of those aiilicted in last year's epidemic. 


'Influenza is spread by direct and indirect contact. It is not yet cer- 
tain that the germ has been isolated or discovered, and there is yet no 
positive preventive, except the enforcement of rigid rules of sanitation 
and the avoidance of personal contact. 


''We may expect at least local recurrences in the near future, with an 
increase over the normal mortality from pneumonia for perhaps several 
years, and certainly we should be, as far as possible, prepared to meet 
them by previous organization of forces and measures for attempted pre- 
yention, treatment and scientific investigation, 


"There should be no repetition of the extensive suffering and distress 
which accompanied last yearns pandemic. 
The most promising way is 
'preparedness.^ And now is the time to prepare. 


"No mention has been made of a cure. 
So far as the most careful 
ecientific investigations have been able to determine, none has been dis- 
covered, and suggested remedies which gave most encouragement are even 
now in their experimental stage. 


"Evidence collected during last winter's pandemic points strongly to 
infected eating and drinking utensils, especially in places where food and 
drink are sold to the public, as being one of the modes of transmission of 
this disease.^^

Hal 30,000.000 People; Size of 
Small State 


of Familiar Diving Bell 


It is said that the diving bell was 
invented by the spider; at least, that 
it was used by that inseet long before 
hydraulic engineers made one for the 
same purpose. 
' 


The diving bell is a cup-shnped body, 
with an open end that is let into the 
water. 
The air is caught in the bell 
and keeps the water from rising be- 
yond a certain level at any specifled 
depth, permitting anyone inside 
to 
,]jreathe. 
^ 


The improvement of the diving bell 
known as the caisson is a huge pipe 
which has compartments, into which 
air is pumped from above. 
The spi- 
der's bell is filled more in this manner 
than in any other. 


The spider's abdomen is so- made 
that a bubble of air can be caught un- 
derneath it and carried into its struc- 
ture, 
In this little water house the 
spider spends the winter and reai*s its 
young. The house also acts as a lair 
from which tlie spider, known as the 
naiad, can jump on unsuspecting prey. 


Another peculiar thing about the 
naiads is that they never get wet. 
They, have thousands of small hairs 
on their bodies which prevent 
the 
air from being washed ofC and wliich 
protect them.

The average life of a tank in battle 
was forty-seven days, and nearly one- 
half of the American fleet* of seventy- 
eight were put out of action the first 
^lay of the Argonne battle. 
Brig.-Gen. 
Samuel 
D, Kockenbach, tank 
corps 
commander, has disclosed these figures 
to the senate military committee in 
urging continued development of tanks, 
pointing out that damage to tho tanks 
and casualties among the crews were 
light. 


In August, 1017, ho said, the United 
States had no tanks, but obtained 150 
from the li^rench in September. In the 
St. Mihiel fighting 417 French, Kritish 
and American tanks took part. In the 
Argonne, while tlie American fleet of 
seventy-eight tanks was reduced to 
forty-eight the 
second day and 
to 
twenty-four ultimately, only six were 
Jiit by shells.

Icnitted comforts for the soldiers and 
sailors, the estimated value of which

In number of articles produced, the 
Atlantic division ranli|! first among 
the 13 divisions of the national organ- 
ization. 
Tho women 
of

states—New York, New Jersey and 
Connecticut—produced 77,859.904 ar- 
ticles with a valuation of $15,597,428. 


It is estimated that 8,000,000 women

Roast Wild Duck. 


Clean and truss the duck and sprin- 
kle with salt and pepper.

Place on a Vack in a drip- 
ping pan. add a little water to the pan 
and place in a ho. oven to cook for 
half an hour, basting every five min- 
utes with the water in the pan. 
He- 
move the pork and servo with currant 
jelly. 


Rabbit. 


This Is a delicious dish when a ten- 
der young rabbit is served. Wash and 
wipe the meat carefully, cut it up in 
serving-sized pieces, brown in a little, 
hot butter, then add water and a 
tablespoonful of vinegar; cook slowly 
until tender. 


Roast Venison. 


Rub a half lenioii over the piece of 
venison to roast, lard with strips of 
salt pork, cook until tender, but not 
overdone—15 minutes to the pound. 
Serve v;lth spiced wild grape jelly. 


Game in Season. 


Most experts in cooking of game 
agree that the flavor of game birds is 
better if tiiey are not stuifed with the 
usual highly seasoned forcemeat, 
l/iazU Tn^í^íArctó.

Washington.—Striking 
changes 
in 
the gi'owth and character of tho popu- 
lation of the United States are ex- 
pected to be shown by tho 1020 cen- 
sus, preparations for which are under 
way. 


The shifting of population because 
of the war has upset tho calculation 
of census experts, wbo since 1017 
have considered it useless to attempt 
to estimate population of any other 
units than states. 
Before that It was 
possible to predict with a fair de- 
gree of accuracy the number of per- 
sons in any given locality. 


The "center of population," it is be- 
lieved, has stopped its westward move- 
ment. which was continuous from 1700 
to 1010, when it was located in Bloom-

ington, Ind. 
This Is because indus- 
trial cities in the central east, such 
as Cleveland and Detroit, have been 
growing at a greatly increased rate 
during recent years, as have mauu-, 
facturing centers farther east.

cific coast states increased in popu- 
lation with twice the rapidity of east- 
ern and central states. 


Modifications Are Seen. 


During this year, however, certain 
modifications of the usual situation 
may be made. 
The opening of recla- 
mation projects in the west, the re- 
sumption of Immigration, and other 
caiiseS, it is Hiought. will change the 
abnormal distribution. There will also 
be a tendency to return to normal 
now^that the war has ended.

One of the most importnut problems cuufroatuig 
our people is the proper payment of teachers and pro- 
fessors in our public schools and colleges. Today these 
meu and women, to whom we turn our children over to 
be educated and who incidentally have tho greatest in- 
fluence in forming their characters, are. receiviiis: sal- 
aries below that of many unskilled laborers. 
^lany of 
the professors of great universities arc receiving salaries 
below that of the skilled workman. 


The teaching profession is entitled to and needs 
the best brains of the country, and must have them if 
we are to build and maintain a sound nation. There is no body of men or 
women in this land whose services are more important. 
They are tho 
principal builders of our Ship of State. 
At present tho Ship is being 
built by underpaid, and consequently dissatisfied, workmen. 
Many of tho 
more skilled are leaving the profession; this is a dangerous situation, 
^fany are staying because they have the missionary spirit;, but they know 
that they are not receiving just or proper recognition and that tho position 
of the teacher has been degraded. "We must pay the teachers and profes- 
sors enough to bring to the profession the best brains of the country. 


If we want a right-thinking public, wo must bring onr children under 
the best minds of the nation during their school and formative period. 
At present we are neglecting this in most reckless fashion. 
Those who 
teach our youth are fighting the noiseless battle, upon tho success of wliich 
rests tho stability of our institutions, 


"We must stand for a government under the Constitution. Every step 
from the Constitution is to step toward anarchy. 
"We want neither an 
autocracy of wealth nor an autocracy of labor, but true democracy of both 
—a spirit of co-operation and mutual helpfulness. Labor and capital are 
interlocking ^ d interdependent. 
Those who destroy one destroy the 


other, 
# 


We must stand for one Flag, and that is the Flag you men and your 
fathers carried in battle, 
"We must smash the red flag and those who 
carry it, support it and follow it. It is an emblem of disorder and lawless- 
oess and is against everything this government stands for. 


We want one language in tho grade public schools, and that is tho 
language of the Declaration of Independence.

The United States of America is the greatest democracy in the world. 
It is a vast, far-flung country composed of many races, many-creeds, many 
opinions, many beliefs. 
It is a country that prides itself on the inde- 
pepdence of thought and action of the individual. 
And because of that 
pride of and glory in individual liberty it is a country foredoomed to 
argument, to struggle, to conflict. 


This is not to be deplored. Quite the contrary. It is to be exulted in 
and encouraged—given, of course, that the argument be intelligent, the 
struggle constructive, and the conflict for the welfare and betterment of 
all its citizens. In many counsels lies wisdom. In the harmonious recon- 
ciliation of varied opinions lies progress. And in the efl'ort of every citizen 
to improve himself, his fellows, and his country lies the safety of democ- 
racy itself. 


And during our eighteen months of war we remained true to democ- 
racy. Labor, capital, business, society worked hand in hand and shoulder 
fall in love if he wants to? Say. where I to shoulder for victory. 
Never had the democracy of the United States 
in thunder^s some Inlc, paper.and pen?" | 
America risen to such an exalted height. 
It was tho final test of our 


national abilities and the last justification of our form of government. We 
had shown what a democracy could do and how it could do it. 


And now what? We are once more at peace. Shall we prove ourselves 
to be less able, less courageous, less firm in time of peace? 


I know the American people. And I know they will not be at once so^, 
lax and so misguided. 
But thay must make no mistake. 


Let us of America face these new labors, then, in the spirit of indi- 
vidualistic mutuality—in the spirit of real democracy. 


A Frightful Peril. 


When the railway was lirst built In 
Gernmny. it was considered as a seri- 
ous menace to health. In the archives 
of the Nuremberg railway, which was 
tho first line constructed in Germany, 
a protest against railways has been

faster and better than tournament competition, and it also brings about 
a wholesome acquaintance among the sons of members. 


The fine work of tlxe youngsters at Pittsburgh sliows us M'hat they can 
do when given the opportunity, and it ought to stimulate all golf clubs to 
a careful provision of ways and means for the boys' tournaments. 
Chi- 
oago clubs have been very generous tliis year, and I can only suggest that 
we ought to have a western intercollegiate championship. 
It is the young 
college men of the East Avho are doing part of the good juvenile golf work 
this year. I think tlie Chicago District Golf association, Avhose good work 
is well known, could well manage to hold a junior championahip next year. 


There is one warning I give to the junior golfer: More promising 
golf careers have been ruined by conceit than anything else.
